The deceased
was thirty-nin- e . years of age, and was a
brother of William Mceser, proprietor of tho
Sunday Merturfr.

Yesterday afternoon a man named John
Wright, while in a lager-be-er saloon on Apple
street, above Drown, became engaged in a
quarrel with a party of young men. They
finally knocked him down and kicked him
about the abdomen. He was taken to a
friend's house in the vicinity, and Dr. Piper
Iveing called in, he pronounced Mr. Wright's
injuries to be of a serious character.
